OS, brought to my attention a conversation which 
he said that IT ^ of DDI had had with Mr* Charles Keating re sub- 
ject. I telephoned C- q: who had expressed an interest in knowing 
what had been told to Mr. Keating re Subject and advised him of the 
contents, of our log entry of 6 Feb. (Z D indicated that he had not 
personally talked with Mr. Keating but that a representative of his 
office had and they were concerned because of their belief that subject 
was a rather "slippery character/ 1 that he was going to be enplqyed by 
ICA. I emphasized with jl 3 that wo had explained to ICA that we 
were bringing to their attention the fact that he had been an agent of 
ELchman merely to keep them apprised of the possibility which mifeht arise 
out of this information inasmuch as Eichman f s- trial might very possibly 
surface von Bolschwing f s name. C- H > appeared satisfied that this 
information had been brought to ICA attention. I suggested that if ICA 
had had any further interest they might possibly be conducting a full 
name check with our agency. 
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
